JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 22.-— 
The Constitut convention in the 
committee of the whole late yester- 
day agreed to the proposal provid- 
ing for an increase in the number of 
Judges of the State Supreme Court 
from seven to nine and increasing 
the, number of Judges of the St. 
Louis Court of Appeals from three 
to six. 


Under the proposal, the six Com-?} 


missioners of the Supreme Court 
and three Commissioners of the St. 
Louis Court of Appeals are abol- 
ished. An effort by John H. Lucas 
of Kansas City to abolish the three 
courts of appeals at St. Louls, Kan- 
sas City and Springfield with the 
subsequent increase in the number 
of Judges of the Supreme Court 
from seven to 16, was defeated after 
a three-hour debate. 

Lucas declared his plan of abol- 
ishing the Courts of Appeals and 
providing for only one Appellate 
Court with 16 members would mean 
an annual saving of more than 
$76,000 to the State. Under his pro- 
posed amendments the Supreme 
Court would be divided into five di- 
visions with three members e¢ach 
with a Chief Justice.

His tactories, 
which were closed last Friday, resume operation to- 
day. The Ford company explains its resumption de- 
cision with the statement that the rescinding of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission’s order which gave 
priority as to coal to public utilities amd “essentiai 
industries” over the automobile industry, has rectified 
the situation. A dependable fuel supply is now as- 
sured. the statement says, and. accordingly, resump- 
tion is justified. 

The Ford suspension, however, has not been justi- 
fied. In his notice of closure Ford railed against the 
coal bootleggers, the Interstate Commerce Commission 
and the Government. Secretary of Commerce Hoover 
was represented as advising Ford to pay prevailing 
prices. A letter from Mr. Hoover's secretary which 
appears in the Letters Prom the People’s Column 
Yhrows light on that angle.
